Coping with Herpes, Virus of Love is an informative and 
supportive program about a sexual matter that affects an 
enormous number of people today. Genital herpes virus is 
incurable, recurrent, and communicable, It has been 
associated with cervical cancer in women and poses a threat 
to the newborn. The Center for Disease Control 
estimates that there are 300,000 new cases each 

year - four times the reported syphilis cases. The 
distressing properties of herpes and the anxiety regarding 
sexuality, fear of rejection, or guilt makes it an unusual 
sexual problem, 





Coping with Herpes, Virus of Love aims to help people do 
just that - cope- at the same time that it explains the 
basic, known facts of the disease, Two women and two men 
(aged 26 to 35) candidly discuss how they felt when they 
first contracted herpes, what they've learned about it, and 
how they've learned to deal with it. A young couple tells 
their experience with childbirth when the woman had a 
recurrence just before the birth of their child, Dr. Marvin 
Amstey, a faculty member of the Univ. of Rochester and a 
herpes specialist, appears from time to time during the 
program to describe the medical facts of the disease. 


Coping with Herpes focuses on the personal experiences of 
people who are coping with herpes, in order to soothe both 
the body and the mind. The tape was produced with support 
from the Artists' Television Workshop at WXXI/Rochester, NY 
It was broadcast there in Aug., 1978.
